Frederick, Md., April 17.—The first 


election held in the siaie under the 
new election law was the municipal 
election in this city yesterday. Owing 
to the arrangement of the names ol ! 
the candidates in alphabetical order j 
the count V3-S slow. George E. Smith, 
Democrat, was elected mayor by a ma- 
jority of 133 over William H. Rams- 
Imrg, Republican. The Democrats'elect 
all the aldermen by average majori- 
ties of about 100. Gittinger, Republi- 
<san, for register, is elected by 91 ma- 
jority. Many ballots were defective. 


The action of the supervisors in put- 


ting the word "Democratic" after the 
name of each Democratic candidate, so 
that it would conform in style and ap- 
pearance and occupy exactly the same 
space on the ballot as the word "Re- 
publican," caused 
much 
complaint 


among the Republican managers. 


It is said that the colored illiterates 


•were instructed to vote for the long 
name, and when the Democrats learned 
this they changed the word "Demo- 
crat" to 'Democratic." Then, accord- 
ing to general report, the illiterates 
were 
told to vote for William H. 


Ramsburg, who heads the ticket, the 
Hepublican candidate for mayor, and 
Edward A. Gittinger. who heads the 
ticket on the second block, the Repub- 
lican candidate for register, and to let 
the rest of the ticket go, for any at- 
tempt to vote for an aldermanic can- 
didate might endanger the entire bal- 
lot.

The fieece. called 'mohair.' fur- 
nishes some of the finest of fabrics 
among ladies' goods and is used in 
various other 
manufactures: their 


habit of browsing enables the farmer 
In a wooded locality to use them to 
Tielp in subjugating the forest: their 
flesh Is exceedingly delicate and nutri- 
tious: the milk, though not so abun- 
dant as vith the milch breed of goats. 
Is richer than cow's milk: their tanned 
skins, though inferior in c'JsHty to the 
skins of the common goat, are used 
for leather; their pelts make the neat- 
est of rugs and robes: they are excel- 
lent pets for children; a few of them in 
a flock of sheep are a protection from 
wolves and dogs; their manure is no- 
ticeably helpful to the grass which 
follows them after they have cleaned 
away the underbrush. These are all 
vital subjects cf varying degrees of im- 
portance, and will be considered here 
Tinder appropriate heads.

Pud?r this act the rabbit is virtually 


sho n of all the protection of laws, for 
it is admitted that, while the statute 
against killing oat of season still applies 
to non-owners of the property on which 
the animal i» killed, the manifest diffi- 
culties in the way of proving non-own- 
ership of the place of the killing practic- 
ally open the way to indiscriminate rab- 
iit hunting, regardless of seasons. 


This bill was introduced by Represen- 


tative Morrison, of Mercer, and had the 
.support of a lartre majority of the mem- 
ber* from farming districts. Its pream- 
ble tells its story, as follows: 


"The protection given to rabbits by 


the various acts of Assembly of this 
Commonwealth, prohibiting tie ':n:ing 
pf the same except during short seasons 
.of the year, has so increased their num- 
bers that they have become a nuisance to 
farmers and others engaged in the rais- 
ing of fruits and vegetables."

The greatest development of cold 


storage Is in Great Britain, because so 
many million dollars' worth of the 
meat supply is brought thousands of 
miles from America and Australia. 
Tast quantities are sometimes received 
within a ^ew weeks and placed in cold 
storage till needed for the market. In 
Birmingham, for example, as one of 
the local newspapers asserts, over a 
million persons are now regularly sup- 
plied with food from the city markets. 
The cold storage plant established 
thirteen years ago Is large and addi- 
tional works are building. These cold 
stores always contain many hundreds 
-of quarters or" American beef. In one 
room are thousands of care-asses of 
•sheep in cotton coverings forwarded 
from Australia, New. Zealand 
and 


South America. 
They are piled one 


-on top of another like bricks. 
Thirty 


thousand 
sheep 
carcasses may be 


stored, and the new rooms novr build- 
zing will Increase the capacity to 100,- 
OOO sheep. One of the newer importa- 
tions is chilled pork from this country, 
which is said to be of high quality and 
rich flavor and cheaper than English 
pork. 


Canadian eggs and Danish and Si- 


"berinn butter are also preserved in 
these stores, and large consignments 
of British Columbia salmon. Special 
storage rooms are set apart for the 
xeception of fish and fruit. The mid- 
winter steamers from Cape Colony 
4ind Australia are quite certain to 
bring tmany fresh grapes, -which are 
placed in the cold rooms until they are 
wanted. Just as refrigeration has 
lengthened the killing season at Chi- 
cago to twelve months a year so it has 
-also made it possible to enjoy fresh 
grapes, peaches and other fruit the 
.year round by bringing them from one 
or another part of the "world; for 
somewhere or another they are always 
xipening. 


Though the trade in chilled and fro- 


zen meats is constantly growing there j 
Is still considerable prejudice against : 
it. In Germany, for instance, very lit- i 
tie refrigerated meat is sold, for most j 
•of the people believe it is distinctly in- j 
ferior to fresh meat. A similar preju- i 
dice exists in England, though in a 
lesser degree. 
For a long time the 


public there could not be persuaded 
that frozen meat was palatable, but 
cheapness and improved quality finally 
made many converts. It Is not eaten 
_yet by those "who can afford to pay 
high prices for meat but for some 
.years the frozen mutton of Australia 
and Xew Zealand and the frozen beef 
of America have been the staple meat 
.supply of the laboring classes. 


Cold storage is having no more im- 


portant effect upon any branch of the 
meat trade than upon the commerce 
In poultry. 
Until within a few years 


<ji-eat Britain has depended largely 
upon Northern France to make good 
her 
deficiency in poultry. 
To-day 


France is losing a considerable part 
of this trade, while Canadian poultry 
is reaching the British market In large 
quantities.
